The break-up of the Austro-Hungarian j 
Em pire at the end of World War I left the 
Danubian area in chaos from which it has j 
not yet recovered. During the Yalta Con­ 
fe re n c e in February, 1945, this question 
was raised because Russian arm ies had 
come into possession of the Danubian coun-1 
tries, except Yugoslavia which wa* held t 
by a Communist partisan arm y under Tito, 
who, it was assum ed at the time, repre­ 
sented Soviet Russia. 
The policy of the United States, as it ap­ 
proached the Yalta Conference, was stat­ 
ed in a briefing paper to be to seek equal 
representation w it h Soviet Russia in Hun-, 
gary. 


The Am erican Government encountered 
difficulties from tile very start because it 
could not get a definition of the rights and 
powers of the American m em bers of the 
Allied Control Commission for Hungary. 
Soviet Russia took the position that Hun­ 
gary had been conquered and that the Rus- J 
sian arm ies were holding it. 
The United States expected to be con­ 
sulted about decisions concerning Hungary 
but was not. The United States held that 
Soviet Russia did not have any special j 
privileged or dominant position in H un-! 
gary but did not press the point. The Unit- 
ed States was interested in free elections 
but such have never been held in Hungary. ' 
Although the United States and G reat j 
Britain had a seat on the Allied Hungarian 
Control Commission, Soviet Russian views i 
generally prevailed and it is for this reason 
that now, ll years later, the world is faced 
by the troubled Hungarian situation. 
This has not been lived up to, Soviet 
Russia taking possession and the United 
States and G reat Britain being left out. ! 
The question of Hungary again arose at 
the Potsdam Conference which took place 
beginning July 17, 1945.

Food scarcities would certainly be infla­ 
tionary but long before that happens pop­ 
ulation pressure will have pushed prices 
far above present levels, economists con­ 
tend. The price index has climbed almost 
three points in the last two years. 
The rise is likely to continue despite the 
governm ent’s best efforts to check it. High­ 
er interest rates have been decreed to 
achieve that result, but in this instance 
higher interest rates seem to have had the 
effect mainly of adding to the cost of doing 
business and so ultimately to the cost of 
living. 
Principal causes of inflation today are 
shortages of labor and m aterials, the one 
encouraging wage increases, the o t h e r 
price increases.

DEFINING D EFEN SE ROLES 
ONE OF THE m ajor disputes between 
the arm ed services of the United States 
has been over guided missiles. Only the 
Marine corps was missing frqm the flax 
as the Army, Navy and Air Force strove 
to outdo each other. 
Bu! the most bitter disagreem ent was be­ 
tween the Army and Air Force over which 
should develop (and get the big share of 
money for) the long-range intercontinental 
ballistics missile and intermediate-range 
missile (ICBM and IRM). 
The Air Force insisted that these were 
merely extensions of its strategic air arm. 
The Army hoped to regain its position as 
“ top dog” in the defense establishment b> 
comparing the missiles to artillery. 
Both viewpoints had m erits, but it had 
become increasingly im portant in recent 
months that the areas of responsibility be 
clearly defined. As these missiles cam e 
closer to their final construction, m o n e y 
poured into them was leaping at a terrific 
rate. It soon would be economically impos­ 
sible to let two services duplicate efforts 
in this field. 
So now a plan has been draw n that ap­ 
parently divides the job. The surface-to-air 
m issiles will be given to the Army to de­ 
velop, in the same m anner that it develops 
anti-aircraft weapons. But the surface-to- 
surface long-range missiles will be put in 
the hands of the Air Force. 
No one expects this to end entirely the 
bickering among the services. It still is 
uncertain where the Navy will fit into the 
new pattern. But a start has been made to­ 
w ard determining the propel roles of the 
services in the coming “missile age. '

with her over trivialities, and even 
pushing her out of the way. 
Mother is a 
frightened 
soul, 
anxious to keep out of his p a th - 
even retiring to her room until he 
is off to school or finished with TV. 
He will leap into a discussion, un­ 
invited. to support me against her. 
Mother's not charming company, 
it’s true, and Ben doesn’t enjoy her 
depressive 
state. 
However, 
she 
makes a real effort to show inter­ 
est in his activities: although she 
isn't capable of sincere 
affection 
any longer, as he must sense. I 
am at my wits’ end. 
trying 
to 
please him — knowing 
he 
can’t 
cope — while also trying to make 
ber feel welcome. 
As grandpa stems to be the vic­ 
tim, Ben is angered by the fact

The Hungarian people, defeat­ 
ed first by Hitler, then by Soviet 
Russia, abandoned by the Allies 
which made fine protestations of 
dam. would not be suffering today 
from Soviet imperialism, were it 
not that it has been American po­ 
licy to appease Soviet Russia at 
any cost. 
This policy was adopted to pre­ 
vent World War 111 and on the 
assumption that sooner or later So­ 
viet Russia would become a decent 
nation.

Under Study 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla. UP — A 
player cutdown proposal, a kind 
of share-the-talent plan for grass­ 
roots baseball, appeared to have 
a good chance of passing today as 
minor leagues prepared to vote on 
29 amendments to the major-mi­ 
nor agreement.

KLFOKT by the Canadian government that tho value of the 
beaver fur marketed last year fell well behind that of mink and 
muskrat pelt* may cause admirer* of that fine, Industrious, little 
fellow to fear he may be disappearing from the North American 
•cene. However, there seems to be no cause for worry. 
True, the beaver’s centuries-long reign as king of North American 
fur-bearers may be ended but statistics show he’s actually on tho 
increase in the United Stages as well aa Canada. For this, protective 
legislation and the efforts of conservation officials can be thanked. 
Beavers have, on occasion, been a nuisance to farmers who found 
fields flooded by besver-built dams and to timbermen mourning tho 
loss of young trees felled by their sharp teeth. However, to the gen­ 
eral public the beaver is a mighty popular little fellow. 
For example. Canada’s own unofficial national animal Is the 
beaver. 
For ages the beaver 
totem has been a most important 
one to numerous Indian tribes. 
And it was under the Beaver flag 
that New York Colonials fought 
In the Revolution for liberty and 
Independence. 


THERE IS NO more industri 
ous creature in the entire animal 
kingdom than the beaver. Com 
* 
pared to him the bee, which has 
* 
the help of hundreds of fellow 
workers, is a slowpoke. 
The American beaver (Castor 
Canadensis is his scientific name) 
builds marvelous dams of mud, 
atones and small tree trunks and 
twigs all by himself—with a little 
aid from Mrs. C. 
The 
beaver’s 
•'home - made" 
house, called a "lodge,’' is so built 
that its walls and roof freeze in 
winter to an almost rock-like 
hardness, defying the teeth and 
claws of timber wolf, wildcat and 
other marauders of the northern 
American reaches. The entrance 
to this snug harbor is below the 
surface of the water. 
• 
• 
• 
AN ADULT BEAVER usually 
Is about four feet long, but one- 
third of this consists of his broad, 
flat tail. 
However, these four- 
footed 
construction 
engineers 
rn 
were not always that small. Giant 
beaver fossils have been uncov­ 
ered by paleontologists in North 
America. 
Baby beavers put in their ap­ 


pearance just about this time of 
year, usually three or four at a 
time. They hang around the fam­ 
ily lodge for a couple of years, 
then start out to form colonise 
of their own. 
The beaver Is pretty much of 
a family fellow and seldom goes 
far from home, but he has one 
weakness. That’s the bark of the 
quaking aspen tree. It’s his fa­ 
vorite dish.

THE AMERICAN beaver has 
a European cousin who Is not a 
very glamorous fellow, whereas 
our brand of beaver is quite a 
historical figure. He has played 
a leading role in the early ex­ 
plorations of this continent. 
It was in search of beaver pelts 
that early French adventurers 
trekked far into the unknown 
wilds of Canada. 
8ome great 
United States fur fortunes were 
founded in early days on beaver 
pelts. 
When beaver hats were all the 
vogue for American men of dis­ 
tinction the demand for his hide 
was so great that it looked as 
though the beaver soon would 
become extinct. 
However, fashions changed and 
saucy Mr. Castor Canandensis 
has survived, to continue his end­ 
less task of constantly changing 
the face of nature with his dams 
and underwater bungalows. 


Let's All Go 
Shopping!

Let s all acquire extensive “egg- 
otism” and seek relief by securing 
m d using those brown m d white 
health capsules provided by 
the 
hen. Yes, as has often been said, 
"one good egg deserves another.” 
In the realm of nutrition and 
hospitality eggs always fit in co­ 
operatively—whatever the meal. 
Nature hasn’t devised any one 
absolutely perfect food — but in 
the egg she has done a mighty 
fine job. Inside that fragile pack­ 
aging she’s provided us with food 
that is power-packed with vita- 
mins, 
minerals, 
and 
protein. 
Even though each egg is 30 per­ 
cent water, 
one 
gets t h e i r 
money's worth alone in the re­ 
maining 30 percent. 
The statem ent has been 
made 
that “practically no article of diet 
of animal origin is more common­ 
ly eaten in all countries or served 
in greater varieties of ways than 
eggs”. Hen s eggs are more uni­ 
versally used for food, but those 
of turkeys, 
guinea-fowls, 
ducks, 
and geese 
are often consumed. 
Fish and turtle eggs are examples 
of eggs other than those of birds 
which have served culinary pur­ 
poses. 
An egg is the edible cement that 
holds the castles of cookery to­ 
gether. At present, this “cement” 
is being used toward sweet castles 
which will be stored in the freezer 
or otherwise, until the holiday sea­ 
son. 
• • • 
So— Let's All Go Shopping for 
ingredients to use with eggs — for 
the present, as well as the future. 
An egg a day, every day, for ev­ 
ery American is 
big order, but 
America’s hens have no trouble 
filling it. In 1956 a record crop of 
more than 62 billion eggs is expect­ 
ed—enough for about 366 per per­ 
son. 
Extension Specialists in Market­ 
ing Information for Consumers at 
Ohio State University, say intelli­ 
gent shopping and careful handling 
can make eggs an economical item 
in the family budget. The point to 
two factors as most important in 
deciding which eggs to buy: grade 
and size. Of course, price per doz­ 
en must be considered, too, 
but 
that is relative. 
The market experts explain It 
this way. The egg grade, an in­ 


dication of the interior quality, It 
shown by the ll S D A grade 
stamp. The grade may be “A”, 
“B“, or “C”. “A” grade eggs 
are top quality. The grade stamp 
is placed on the egg carton un­ 
der government inspection at the 
time the eggs are candled and 
graded. If this quality is to he 
maintained the eggs must be 
held under proper refrigeration. 
Grade has nothing to do with 
size or color, and vice versa. Size 
depends upon the wight of t h e 
eggs and is indicated by the words 
“ Large’, “ Medium” , or “ Small” . 
Large eggs weigh 24 ounces 
or 
more a dozen: mediums, 21; and 
small, 18. No m atter which choice 
is made, good nutrition is avail­ 
able for the family and there are a 
thousand ways to serve this eco­ 
nomical food item!

Circleville, Pendletown 
County, 
West Virginia 


their good old tim e in answering, 
but at the end of two months time, 
he had them all in. 
The letter from Circleville, West 
Virginia, said that in 1825. a man j 
nam ed Zirkle, 
started 
the 
first 
general store that had ever been 
nearer than twelve miles to the 
region, and it becam e a very pop­ 
ular trading place for the neigh­ 
boring farm ers and soon a little 
town of about IOO people sprang 
up around this 
store. 
The place 
was first called Zerkleville, after 
the storekeeper, but later became 
Circleville, just by a desire of the 
people because 
of the 
common 
pronounciation. 
The 
postm aster of Circleville. 
New- York, told how a man by the 


nam e of O skar Bull once lived in 
Circleville, Ohio, and soon 
after 
moving to Orange County. New 
York, helped to found a little com­ 


munity, which he nam ed Circle­ 
ville, after the town he knew in 
Ohio, and too. because the villag­ 
es was surrounded by hills in a 
circular pattern. 
From Scircleville. Indiana, the 
postmaster wrote that the town 
#was laid out when the Erie Rail­ 
road went through 
the region. 
The man who owned the land 
gave IID lots lf they would call 
the town after 
him—his name 
being George A. Scircle. 
From Circleville. Pennsylvania, 
cam e very* little of a definite na­ 
ture. The postm aster said that he 


had m ade a lot of inquiries as to 
why the nam e. He said the town 
had first been called Turkeytown 
and dated way back before 1775. 
There was a little Presbyterian 
Church 
there, 
which 
had 
been 
standing since that time and that 
m any of the tombstones 
in the 
cem etery had dates of burial even 
before 1775. It was the concensus 
of opinion of a num ber of the old 
tim ers of the town, that because 
of a high hill, around which the 
people built their homes and plac­ 
es of business, that

cam e to be known as Circleville.

FROM CIRCLEVILLE. T e x a s . 
the story was that three men— a 
Mr. Eubank, a Mr. W ayman and 
another, nam e unknown, built their 


houses in a circle and called their 
settlem ent— Circleville. 
The town of Circleville, 
Utah, 
was so nam ed because it was sur 
rounded by ranges of very high 
m ountains. The place wag origin- • 
ally called Circle Valley. A num ­ 
ber of years ago. we w ere in this 
region and tried to learn how’ the 
town got its name, but no ore had 
the answer 
except 
possibly 
be­ 
cause the town was surrounded by 
mountains 
\?e have often thought that per 
haps someone from P i c k a w a y 
County had gone out tliere in the 
early days and had som ething to 
do with the founding and the nam 
ing of this Utah town, for just 9 
miles away, and almost directly 


south, is another little town called 
Kingston. 
It Is a pretty safe bet 
that 
Circleville, Kansas, was named 
after this old Roundtown of ours.
